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Last  week’s  editorial  in  this  space, 
entitled  The  Children  or  St. 

Martin,  recounted  a  Newsweek 
magazine  article  regarding  the  small 
Alaska  village’  of  St.  Martin,  where  a 
series  of  Roman  Catholic  priests  and 
workers  allegedly  molested  virtually 
every  child  in  the  village  over  a  peri¬ 
od  of  nearly  four  decades.  •" 

The  Newsweek  article  detailed  the 
suicides,  abortions,  alco¬ 
holism,  and  wrecked  lives 
that  had  been  wrought  on 
the  children  due  to  this 
alleged  misconduct. 

Tne  editorial  concluded 
with  a  plea  not  to  allow 
such  a  tragedy  to  occur  in 
our  Mississippi  Baptist 
churches. 

The  reaction  to  the  editorial 
has  been  visceral.  Some

Nothing  can  be  proven  at  this  point,  and  the  statute  of  limi¬ 
tations  has  pfdWHy  expired  on  this  crime.

He  stayed  at  our  home  while  leading  our  church's 
revival.  My  parents,  like  everyone  in  the  church,  thought  he  mas  iu* i

revival.  My  parents,  like  everyone  m  the  church,  thought  he  was  just 
great.  I  never  told  anyone  what  he  did  until  l  was  grown  and  then  only 
my  wife.  I'm  sure  he  molested  many  other  youth  during  his  career. 


A  program  that  aired  recently  on 
Mississippi  Public  Radio  quoted  a 
Colorado  law  enforcement  study  which 
found  the  average  pedophile  arrested  in 
Colorado  molested  around  180  different 
victims  during  their  lifetime.  1  would 
assume  the  same  holds  true  for 
Mississippi  pedophiles. 

A  year  or  so  ago  l  learned  that  this  man 
is  retired  md  living  in  Mississippi.  I  suf¬ 
fered  no  lasting  emotional  damage  from 
his  actions  ana  forgave  him  long  ago.  I 
know  I  should  have  reported  him  to 
authorities  at  the  time,  or  as  soon  as  I 
became  old  enough  to  fully  understand 
what  he  was  doing,  but  l  didn't.  I  see  no 
purpose  in  naming  him  at  this  point.  He  is 
probably  too  old  to  hurt  anyone  now  and 
whatever  damage  he  did .  has  been  done. 

Certainly  our  churches  today  need  to  be 
more  vigilant  than  were  the  churches  of  my 
youth.  Thank  you  again  for  your  editorial. 

We  tend  to  read  about  such  violations 
in  far  away  places  like  Alaska  and  comfort 
ourselves  with  die  thought  that  it  couldn't 
happen  here,  not  in  the  Bible  Belt  not  in 
Mississippi,  and  not  in  a  Mississippi 
Baptist  church.  Think  again.  All  of  us 
would  like  to  believe  that  child  molesta¬ 
tion  happens  at  a  minimum  among  our 
own  churches,  and  that's  probably  true— 
but  one  case  is  too  many.  It  does  happen  in  Mississippi,  and  it  does 
happen  in  Masuqippi  Baptist  churches  that  are  unprepared.  ■ 
there  are  cdrtdrete  steps  that  churches  can  take  to  shrink  the  risk 
almost  to  zero.  No  system  is  perfect  and  no  plan  is  flawless,  but 
every  Mississippi  Baptist  church  should  take  me  actions  necessary 
to  shield  our  precious  children  from  this  ever-growing  danger  in 
our  midst  Socializing  children  is  one  of  the  most  serious  problems 
in  American  culture,  and  it  is  stinking  into  our  churches. 

The  consequences  of  letting  down  our  guard  are  too  high.

WASHINGTON  (BP)  - 
Another  series  of  videos  secret¬ 
ly  recorded  at  Planned 
Parenthood  clinics,  this  time 
allegedly  showing  Its  employ¬ 
ees  agreeing  to  aid  sex  traffick¬ 
ers  whose-: prostitutes  are  hi 
their  early  teens,  has  renewed 
calls  for  the  federal  government 
to  defund  the  country's  largest 
abortion  provider. 

From  Feb.  1-8,  the  pro-life 
organization  Live  Action 
released  video  footage  from 
hidden-camera  investigations 
at  six  clinics  that  Mowed 
Planned  Parenthood  staff  sig¬ 
naling  cooperation  with  a  seft- 
d  escribed  pimp  in  testing  for 
sexually  transmitted  diseases, 
and  providing  birth  control 
and/or  abortions  for  his 
alleged  uiuler-age  sex  workers. 

The  pimp,  and  in  some 
cases  a  prostitute  who  accom¬ 
panied  him  to  the  clinics,  were 
actors  doing  undercover  work 
for  Live  Action.  The  videos 
were  shot  at  Planned 
Parenthood  clinics  in  New 
Jersey,  New  York,  and  Virginia 
from  Jan.  11-14,  according  to 
Live  Action. 

After  the  first  video  was 
released,  US.  Rep.  Mike  Pence, 
R.-Ind.,  called  for  passage  of  his 
bill,  die  Tide  X  Abortion 
Provider  Prohibition  Act,  to 
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eliminate  federal  funds  for 
Planned  Parenthood. 

The  Planned  Parenthood 
Federation  of  America  (PPFA), 
which  has  95  affiliates  and  865 
health  centers  nationwide, 
showed  in-its  2008-09  report  it 
received  $363.2  million  in  gov¬ 
ernment  grants  and  contracts 
during  the  year.  Its  affiliates  ger- 

tions  in  2006,  the  latest  year  for 
which  statistics  are  available. 

PPFA  recently  issued  new 
rules  requiring  at  least  one  clinic 
per  affiliate  to  perform  abortions. 

The  video  stings  allegedly 
showing  the  willingness  of 
Planned  Parenthood  staff  in 
multiple  locations  to  assist  in 
the  sex  trafficking  of  girls  as 
young  as  14  years  of  age  are 
the  latest  —  and  likely  most 
damaging  —  in  a  series  of 
undercover  investigations 
Live  Action  has  conducted 
during  the  last  four  years.

Woodruff  was  asked  on  the 
video  what  sexual  acts  die  girls 
can  perform  for  the  business  if 
they  have  to  wait  at  least  two 
weeks  after  an  abortion  to  have 
intercourse.  She  said,  "Waist  up 
or  just  be  that  extra  action 
walking  by"  to  advertise  fb* 
possible  clients. 

Said  Live  Action  President 
Lila  Rose  after  the  first  video 
release,  "This  proves  beyond  a 
shadow  of  a  doubt  that 
Planned  Parenthood  inten¬ 
tionally  breaks  state  and  fed¬ 
eral  laws  and  covers  up  the 
abuse  of  the  young  girls  it 
claims  to  serve.  Time  and  time 
again.  Planned  Parenthood 
has  sent  young  girls  back  into 
me  arms  of  their  abusers. 
They  don’t  deserve  a  dime  of

"It  is  incomprehensible 
that  a  health  care  provider  is 
so  eager  to  abet  a  trafficker, 
and  for  a  national  organiza¬ 
tion  which  receives  public 
funds  to  support  in  this  way 
our  national  epidemic  of  child 
sexual  exploitation  is  vile," 
said  Steven  Wagner,  president 
of  Renewal  Forum  and  former 
director  of  the  human  traf 
ticking  program  at  the  U.S.
